BLOW AT COMMERCE COURT 


Failure to Make Appropriation For 
the Railroad Tribunal 

Washington, May 2.—By failing to 
report @n appropriation for thé re- 
cently created commerce court, the 
heuse committee on appropriations 
sought to abolish that tribunal. The 
general supply bill for the legislative, 
judicial and executive branches of the 
gevernment is a wholesale attempt al 
reduction of government expenses. 

The bill proposes a reduction of the 
salary of the secretary to the presi- 
dent from $7500 to $6000, the old fig- 
ure, and the abolition in the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor of the 
bureaus Gn manufactures and statis- 
tics. 

It is further proposed to abolish tke 
mints at San Francisco, New Orleans 
and Carson City, Nev., and six assay 
offices.

| ‘If I can get a patient who has had no 
alcohol, I have very seldom any doubt 
as to an attack of pneumonia and I 
find that it is never necessary to give 
alcohol in these cases at all, in fact, 
the patients do far better without it.’ 
“The practise of giving beer and al- 
cohol to nursing mothers cannot be 
too strongly condemned. Dr. William 
\Tee Howard says that he has traced 
many cases of habitual drunkenness 
to the alcohol that babies get through 
inurse’s milk.

The 
Bureau of Chemistry at Washington 
has been investigating these drinks 
and ascertained that over a hundred 
are made up of drugs, which are in- 
jurious to health, such as caffeine 
and cocaine.

“INTERESTING FACTS 


Following the custom of many cities 
in the greater Boston district, the 
Board of Health, commeneing today 
began the monthly issue of a mortali- 
ty statement, giving the statistics as 
to deaths, causes of death etc., in the 
City of Quincy. The statement issued 
today is for the month of March and 
that for April will be issued next 
week. 

According to the statement of the 
Board of Health the death rate for the 
year 1911 was 12.03 and the death rate 
for March 11.04 based on a population 
of 32,642 as estimated by the State 
Board of Health.

“It became so apparent that such 
was the purpose, and it was so ob- 
noxious to every man who believes in 
medical as well as religious freedom, 
that friends of the bill voluntarily of- 
fered an amendment to relieve it from 
this objectionsewhich they soon found 
would defeat it. 

“Thus shorn of the things they most 
desired, the bill has become unneces- 
sary and useless. I know what I am

| enforcement of their powers in the

their intention to establish and control

“Therefore, I am going to consider 
| this bill precisely as if it provided in 
| terms for the things to which I so

modes of healing, agree with 
other. The allopathic school of medi- 
| cine is the oldest and best known. Its 
| devotees assume that there is no other 
efficacious mode of healing but theirs,

public health. They have formed one 
of the most powerful orgenizations of 
| any kind in the country. The Ameri-

A man 
tried to stop him and the steward | 
bit him, knocking him down the 
stairs. We all rushed the gate aud 
it was broken down. 

“I went on deck and say five 
lgunched from the starboard 
When they started to put the 
over all of the men got in, as there 
were only a few women.

Strawberry Charlotte.—Take lady fin- 
| gers, split them and use enough to line 
a dish capable of holding a quart of 
| strawberries. After lining the dish 
| with cake place a layer of berries on 
the bottom of it and sprinkle with 
powdered sugar. Cover with whipped 
eream, then put in another layer of 
berries, well sugared, and more stiflly 
' whipped cream until the dish is full. 
Garnish the top with berries. Stand 
on ice until it is to be served.

Orange Charlotte.—Take a third of a 
cup~of cold water, a @ird of a cup of 
boiling water, a third of a box of fela- 
tin, a cup of sugar, the juice of a 
lemon, the pulp and juice of an orange

Fill the dish 
with apples, cored and sliced; add 
brown sugar to taste, two cloves and 
the juice of a lemon. Put more but- 
tered slices of bread on the top of the 
apples. Cover them with apple peel- 
ings to prevent their burning. Put the 
dish in a moderate oven for a couple 
of hours. At the time of serving re-, 
move the apple peelings.

RAGOUT OF MUTTON. 


LAIN mutton stew under its 
French name of ragout may be 
a trifle more ornamental ‘on the 

bill of fare, but it tastes no better. 
Mutton stew is one of the cheapest 
aud most wholesome dishes we have. 
The neck or breast makes good and in- 
expensive stews. Cut the mutton into 

pieces before cooking. 


With a Cereal. 


Mutton with Rice.—After the mutton 


has been stewed stir in three or four 
tablespoonfuls of chopped onion and 
salt and pepper to taste. After cook- 
ing for several minutes add half a 
dozeu carrots and herbs to flavor. The 
herbs may include parsley, thyme and 
bay. Cook the mutton and vegetables 
in a guart of water for an hour more. 
Then stir in half a pound of rice. Porr 
a little boiling water over the rice and 
let it cook about a half hour longer. 
Highly Flavored. 

Mutton with Herbs—Take two 
pounds of neck of mutton, an ounce 
aud half of four, two ounces of drip- 
pings, a large onion, a pint and a ha!t 
of stock, one carrot, one turnip, herbs 
in season; ¢wo sticks of celery, a to- 
mato, two teaspoon!...s of red currant 
jelly and salt and pepper to taste. 

Divide the mutton into cullets and 
remove all but a narrow rim of fat 
from each. Melt the dripping in a 
saucepan, lay in the pieces of meat 
and fry therm quickly until each side 
is browned. 

Lit the meat out on to a plate. Put 
the flour into the dripping and fry this 
carefully until it is a light brown. Stir 
it now and then lest it burn and give 
the gravy a bitter taste. Next add the 
stock and stir the gravy until it boils. 
Put back the meat and add the bunch 
thyme and marjoram, the 
sliced celery, onion and quartered car- 


| rot, turnip and tomato. 
Simmer all gently for about an hour, 


or until the meat feels tender. 

When done lift the meat into a hot | 
dish.

| elected. At least that number of 
H ; highons will be retired on account of 


Americanizing and christianizing of 
/the millions who are coming to this 
country’ from various parts of the 
world is one of the great problems 
| of the church today, according to the 
report of the board of home missions 
and church extension. The total ap- 
| propriation for work among non-Eng- 
lish speaking people in the United 
States, according to the report, is 
| $613,768. 

“The immigration problem is a fact 
that is fast involving all national 
| problems,” says the report. “One- 
| half the people of the United States 
| are foreign-born or of foreign parent- 
age. The thirty-three largest cities 
of the union are more foreign than 
American. 

“The question of immigration has 
zrown until it includes most of our 
other problems. It means tenements 
where people are herded like cattle, 
and in surroundings more unsanitary. 
New York has more rooms without 
windows than any other city in the 
world—360,000—largely peopled by 
foreigners. This means disease, the 
sweatshops and the slums.” 

In connection with church exten- 
sion, the report says that an average 
of one church a day has been added 
for a generation of time, and that the 
total net receipts from 1865 to Oct. 
21, 1911, including home missions, is 
$14,562,754.63. 

The general conference unanimous- 
ly adopted a resolution commending 
President Taft for his refusal to in- 
tervene in Mexico, and asking that he 
continue to avoid intervention. 

The resolution was introduced by J 
W. Butler of the Mexico delegation, 
and charged that newspaper report 
of disorders in Mexico grossly exag- 
gerated the situation there.

SEVEN STEEL POOLS 


Government Has Started Proceedings 
Against Trust 

New York, May 7.—The govern- 
ment has begun its suit to dissolve 
the United Steel corporation 
by attacking one of its largest sub- 
sidia holdings. The American 
Wire company, with the intent to 
prove that ever since its organization

The ruling of the Supreme Judi-! 
cial court on the bill pending before | 
the legislature in relation to the| 
marking of prison made goods, that | 
is goods made in penal institutions, 
so that it may be known that they are! 
so made,*is one of interest to the la-| 
bor men. | 

The bill requires in express terms | 
that “all goods,, wares and merchan-)| 
dise made by convict labor in penal | 
institutions in this, or any other} 
state offered for sale in this Com-! 
monwealth shall be marked, branded | 
or labelled in such a way as to con-! 
spicuously indicate the source of | 
manufacture.” 

In its finding the court says the 
purpose of the bill is to directly ef- 
fect interstate commerce and _ its 
terms if complied with would com- 
pell the branding, etc., of every con- 
vict made article brought into the! 
state. “The general principle is that 
under the constitution of the United 
States no state can pass any law/| 
which impairs or restricts in any de-| 
gree the freedom of interstate com-| 
merce.” 

Continuing the opinion says “The| 
present bill, in our opinion, goes be-| 
yond a lawful exercise of the police | 
power in its direct effect upon inter-| 
state commerce.” } 

In conclusion the opinion says} 
“The result is that we feel constrained | 
to advise that House Bill 833, if enact-| 
ed would be unconstitutional.”

Analysis Shows yws Three- Fifihs of 
Accounts Are Steady 


Washington, May 10.—Funds on 
deposit in 7163 postal savings banks 
on \March 31 last aggregated $16,- 
200,000, according to statistics made 
public here by Postmaster General 
Hitchcock. Of this amount $6,437,- 
641 was on deposit in thirty-two 
cities. each having a population of 
more than 150,000. 

Great differences appear among 
various cities with respect to rank 
in population and rank in postal de- 
pcsits. Portland, Ore., twenty- 
| eighth in population, is third in de- 

posits; St. Paul, twenty-sixth in 

population, is fourth in deposits; San 

Francisco is eleventh in size and fifth 
‘in deposits; Cincinnati is thirteenth 

in size and sixth in deposts; Phila- 
| delphia third in size and eleventh in 

deposits; Baltimore seventh in size 
and twenty-eighth in deposits, and 

St. Louis fourth in size and tenth | 
| in deposits. 

An analysis of the figures for the} 
| number of accounts opened to date 
and of the number remaining open | 
on March 31, shows that in every| 
city three-fifths or more of the ac- 
counts opened still remain open.

CANDIED FRUIT. 

N the summer whén fruits are avatl- 
able candied fruits may be made 
which can be kept until Christmas. | 

Aimost any fruit may be candied or | 
crystallized. 
lr is glazed by dipping it into 


sirip and drying as quickly as possible 
in the open air or By an electric fan. 
To crystallize fruit it should be dipped 
in the stringy sirup and dried slowly in 
the oven or sun, * 
White grapes, 
dates or cherries may be candied by

A Delicious Confection. 

Candiéd Cherries.—Tlere are a num- 
ber of ways of candying cherries. This | 
one requires that the cherries should 
bé cooked in the sirup. For the latter} 
put into tle kettle a pound of sugar! 
and a half cup of water for each pound 
of fruit. When this comes to the boif, 
the cherries are added. The sirup must 
be skimmed to keep it clear. The fruit 
should cook slowly, and when trans- | 
parent the sirup may be poured off. 
The cherries are then laid on dishes, 
and dried in the sun or in a slow oven. ' 
Sprinkle with sugar and put away in 
layers on glazed paper. 

An Orange Confection. 

Candied Oranges.—Peel the oranges) 
and quarter them, then take three cup- 
fuls of sugar and one of water and boil 
to a sirup. Strain in the juice of a 
lemon. Take up each piece of orange 
on a fine knitting needle or batpin and 
dip into the sirup; then set aside on a 
dish to harden. Seven or eight oranges 
may be candied in this amount of sirup. | 

A Delicate Process. 

Candied Pineapple—Allow a pound 
and a half of sugar to each pound of 
the fruit. Place the pineapple after it 
has been peeled and sliced into a kettle 
with water enough to cover. Boil un- 
til it becomes tender; then lift on a 
dish and let it cool while the sirup con- 
tinues boiling until it thickens: then! 
put the pineapple into the sirup and let 
it cook for several minutes longer. ; 
Take out, spread on platters and dry. 


Preserving Melon. | 

Candied Citron.—Take the pulp and} 
seeds from the inside of a citron mel- 
on, peel the rind or shell, cut it into 
strips, then weigh these and allow to} 
each pound of them a pound of granu-| 
lated sugar and a teacupful of water. | 
Put sugar and water in a kettle and) 
boil to a thin sirup. then, lay in tbe, 
citron and simmer until this is tender. | 
Remove and spread on platters while 
you add to the sirup enough ginger to; 
give it a slight flavor; then boil until, 
thick. Add lemon juice to taste. re-| 
turn the citron rind to the sirup and) 
cook until coated with sugar and can- | 
ded.

Roast Beef a la Dixie-—Here is a | 
way of roasting beef that is popular | 
housebolds.

a little piece of bacon, a small piece of | 
onion and a carrot cut in two. Pour! 
in a cupful of meat stock. Lay the} 
roast on the bacon and vegetables and } 
place in 2» moderate oven. Cook aj 
quarter of an hour for each pound. | 
Baste frequent!y with the drippings | 
and watch carefully so that it does not | 
scorch. 


An English Method. 

Roast Beef With Yorkshire Pudding. 
—This is the way roast beef is liked in 
the north of England. So far as the | 
meat is concerned, it is prepared in 
the ordinary way for roxsting. 

For the pudding beat three eggs un- 
til light, then add a pint of milk. Put 
a cupful of sifted flour into a pan and 
pour the milk and eggs over it. Add 
sowe salt and beat thoroughly. 

Grease a baking pan and pour the! 
batter into it. Bake for about three- 
quarters of an hour and baste with the 
roast beef gravy. Some cooks bake! 
the pudding in the seme pan with the 
beef, placing it upon a rack with the 
batter underneath. 


_ With a Savory Dressing, 

Stuffed Roast Beef.—Mix a stuffing 
as follows: Mince an onion and one 
pounce of fat bacon with savory herbs. 
Add a pinch of celery salt, a little pow- 
dered cloves and allspice. Work all 
together with an egg. 

Lay the beef in the pan tn wich it 
is to be roasted and with a sharp 
knife muke incisions in it. Stick the | 
knife deep into each and twist it | 
around to make the place large enough ! 


Rub the beef with dissolved butter, 
dredge thickly with flour, set some wa- 
ter in the pan and put in the oven. 
Baste constantly and dredge on more 
flour. Thicken the gravy and serve.

C plant that is particularly adapted 
for cooking. It is known as celer- 
jac, sometimes as turnip rooted celery. 

Almost any recipe for cooKing celery 
stalk may with advantage be used for 

| celery root. 

The vegetable is cleaned, the dingy 
outside skin pared off. and it is soaked 
in water for about a half hour before 
being cooked.

Strawberries and Bananas. — When 
strawberries are still high they may 
be made to go further by serving 
them with another fruit. Strawber- 
ries and bananas blend well. Cut six 
firm ripe bananas and arrange on a 
fruit basket to form a latticed mound. 

Put a pint of strawberries through a 
fine sieve. Whip the whites of three 
eggs to a stiff froth and then.beat in 
the strawberry pulp together with the 
juice of half a lemon. Color with a 
few drops of cochineal to get a nice 
pink. 

Then pile this on the fruit basket 
over the latticed bananas. Decorate 
the edge of the basket with whole ripe 
strawberries. Whip some thick cream 
with a little powdered sugar ang put 
a ring of it around the outside of the 
basket. 


With Custard, 

Strawberry [luff.—Make a custard 
by scalding a pint of sweet milk, pour- 
ing it over the beaten yolks of two 
eggs and half a cupful of sugar. Fla- 
vor the custard with a few drops of 

vanilla. Line a fruit bowl with firm 
ripe strawberries and pour the custard 
in the center. Whip the whites of two 
eggs with powdered sugar to taste and 
pile on the top of the custard. Use 
large red berries for decorations. 

A Sweet Omelet. 

Strawberry Omelet.—Prepare as if 
you were to make a plain omelet with 
the exception that a teaspoonful of 
sugar and a tablespoonful of lemon 
juice and water are added for every 
egg used. 

Crush and pass a cupful of straw- 
berries through a fine sieve to remove 
he seeds. Add a cupful of powdered 
sugar to the strained strawberries and 
stir the two together. When the eggs 
are cooked lay a ¢upful of whole fresh 
berries over one side of the omelet, 
fold and pour the crushed berries over 
and around it. Then place on the heat- 
ed dish on which it is to be served.

more than $10,000 during 1911 be- 
cause there was no certainty of the 
goods arriving in time 
trade. 

England and Germany have an ad- 
vantage over the United States, inas- 
| much as they enjoy fortnightly facili- 
lties for delivering their wares direct 
to this island by two small steamers 
that bring out miscellaneous cargoes 
jand return With pineapples for the 
London and Hamburg markets. The 
Germans, however, are at present get- 
ting the better part of all foreign 
trade and their goods are fast replac- 
ing goods formerly supplied by the 
United States, and their success is 
| due to the fact that they systematical- 
ly cover this field by salesmen and 
can guarantee prompt deliveries. 

In the matter of charges, 
/ete., the principal importers of the 
Azores do not ask or expect extended 
credit and are in position to make 
satisfactory financial arrangements. 
| What they need most is a service by 
which they may obtain their Ameri- 
can goods when they want them.

Three weeks ago they sep- 
arated, he leaving her with five chil- 
dren. He promised to send money ;} 
for the support of the children, ie 
failed to keep his promise. := 

He met his son, Bertrand, and told

Believing 
that her husband intended to forgive 
her, Mrs. Caswell took Bertrand and 
kept the appointment.

The Parker | 
residence is a mile and a half south of 
this city. 

Shortly after 2  o’clock, Mrs. | 
Parker was awakened by the noise of 
the cover of the ice box clicking shut. 

Hurriedly awakening her husband, 
who had been sleeping soundly, she 
told nim what had happened. Secur- | 
ing his .38-calibre revolver, Mr. 
| Parker, attired in his night clothes, 
rusned out of the house, after the re- | 
treating burglar. He yelled to the 
man to stop, and fired a couple of 
shots in the air to frighten him. The 
man kept on running ail the faster in 
the direction of Pittsfield. 

Once, according to Mr. Parker, the 
man turned and pointed at him with 
what he supposed to be a revolver. 
Then, as the fellow did not stop, Mr. 
Parker fired one shot directly at him, 
and it took effect. The bullet en- 
tered the back of tne right leg and 
passed through, severing the, femural 
artery. The man dropped to the 
road. 

The identity of the dead burglar 
has not been settled definitely, al- 
thougn the name on several pawn 
tickets found in his clothes looks like 
“James King.” 

Certain facts which make it appear 
that King was a professional, rather 
than a mere tramp, are these: | 


pawn tickets were found in his pock 
ets.

The remark- | 
able fulfillment of his forecast of a| 
great sea tragedy had a less Sonapie-| 
uous parallel in his engagement by a 


| submarine boat company to develop 


the ideas set forth in one of his sto- 
ries, “The Submarine Destroyer.” 

Mr. Robertson has given his notion 
of story writing as a sort of self hyp-| 
notism. “You've got to get hypnotized | 
by your idea,” he says, “before you 


can get enough above yourself to write |

there’s always the danger of that sort 
of thing going too far—going so far 
you can’t get back.” So he thinks 
Joseph Conrad writes his sea stories 
and Kipling and others dream stories 
thht none of them could do if wide 
awake. “They are hypnotized by the 
men and women who are suffering the 
reality, though they may not know

So Victor Hugo got the stuff for his 
tales of horror, and so do all who do 
any creative work get their stuff, or 
some of it. And each and every one 
risks losing his individuality in the 
process.

We also 
have tried to look after the comfort 
of our members and more especially 
our guests by assisting them with their 
wraps and seating them. Our prob- 
lem here has been . How is it possi- 
ble to seat two people in one chair. 
We will admit that this has occasion- 
ally been done, when the two people 
are small, but it does not coincide with 
our views of comfort and we are still 
looking for a better solution of this 
problem. We are hoping that the com- 
mittee which has been appointed to 
revise our by-laws will help us in this 
matter. 

Our efforts so far have been con- 
fined to three occasions—gentlemen’s 
night, the dramatics, and reciprocity 
day. At the dramatics everyone was 
comfortably seated as far as I know;

At the Quincy Ministerial Associa- 
tion Tuesdey-merning there were re- 
ports from the efforts of the last 
month. Rev. T. W. Davison and Rey. 
A. M. Thompson spoke of their work 
in looking into the “Pony express 
business.” Mr. Davison said that it 
was proper to protest against one of 
the express men, in not reporting his 
deliveries of liquor, ‘but also that he 
was otherwise entitled to a license as 
he was doing a legitimate express 
business in Atlantic, and while his 
name was on the protest it was only 
for the purpose of calling attention to 
the law and that he had favored the 
granting of this license. 

It was planned thai as far as possi- 
ble the charity organizations of Quin- 
cy consolidate and that the ministers 
work in conjunction with Miss Pur- 
chase who has been engaged by the 
Associated Charities of Quincy. 

The ministers also recommended 
that if it be possible that the Y. M. C.

Curious Condition the Earth Was In at 
That Period. 

What is suid to be the strangest 
period through which this earth has 
passed is the one that was responsible 
for the formation of coal. The planet 
is described as being at that time flat 
and smooth as to surface and peculiar 
as to vegetation. The continents were 


just beginniiug to rise above the ocean, | 


and the land had not yet become dry. | 


Mountain ranges had not arisen from 
the swamps, and the atmosphere was 
thick with fog. In this state of affairs 
there sprouted and flourished the 
plants which were later to furnish the 
world with its coal supply. 

These plants grew as big as our 
largest trees, taking deep root in the 
morass and flourishing like the lush 
grasses in moist meadow land, devel- 
oped into the strange shapes now 
found in tropic vegetation. The for- 
ests looked, scientists state, like dense 
growths of weeds, rusbes and enormous 
ferns. Some of them grew in the shape 
of cacti, having spines all over them 
This kind of vegetation was very rich 
in carbon, which it derived from the 
Warm, moist atmosphere. Then the 
millions of years rolled by, the forests 
of giant weeds were buried by deposits 
of earthly material, and the chemica! 
change took place which slowly 
changed them into coal. This process 
stopped with the carboniferous age. so 
that when the present supply of coa! 
is dug out of the ground there will be 
no more.—New York Sun,

LOAF. CAKES. 

'F you like loaf cakes consider these 
various ways of making them. For 
instance, there is a seed loaf cake 

to be made as follows: 

Seed Loaf.—Take half a pound of 
butter, six ounces. of sugar, four eggs, 
half an ounce of caraway seeds, one 
pound of flour, a teaspoonful of baking 
powder, quarter of-a teaspoonful of 
salt and half a gill of milk. 

Line a cake tin with three layers of 
greased: paper. Cream together the 
butter and sugar; then put in the eggs 
one by one. Beat them well. Sift 
salt and baking 
powder. Now stir the flour lightly inte 
the butter and eggs; then add the cara. 
wey seeds and milk. Pour into. the 
prepared tin and bake in a moderate 
oven about one and a half hours. 

Two Simple Loaves. 

Yeast Toaf Cake.—Dissolve a cake 
of yeast_in water. Mix with it three 
cups of warm sweet milk, two cups of 
sugar cnd flour enough to make a stiff 
batter. Let it rise overnight. 

In the morning, when it is light, add 
two weli beaten eggs. a cup of butter, 
a pound of seeded »-‘sins and a dash 
| of cinnamon, allspice and nutmeg. — Stir 
well and when light place in pans to 
bake. 

White Loaf Cake.—Cream a cupful 
of sugar with half a cupful of butter. 
Add half a cupful of milk and then 
stir the mixture into two cupfuls of 
pastry flour thut has been.sifted with 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
Flavor with almond extract and just 
before baking fold in the whites of 
four eggs beaten to a very stiff froth. 
Bake in loaf form. 

With Bread Dough. 

Currant Loaf Cake—WWhen the dough 
for bread is ready to mold into loaves 
tuke enough for a loaf and work inte 
it a large spoonful of butter, a teagup- 
ful of sugar, two well beaten eggs, a 
teacupful of cleaned, floured currants, 
u dash of nutmeg and cinnamon. 

If too stiff the dough may be softened 
with a few drops of milk. Shape into 
a loaf, let it rise and then bake. 

A Fruit Cake. 

Fruit Loaf Cake.—Take a cup of but 
ter, 2 cup of brown sugar, a cup of 
molasses, a cup of sour milk, one tea- 
spoonful of soda dissolved in a little 
warm water, four cups of flour, a half 
teaspoonful of salt, a teaspoonful of 
cloves, a half pound of raisins, a dalf 
pound of currants, a quarter of a 
pound of citron. Mix these ingredients 
as for ordinary loaf cake.

House Now Cails Upon the State Sen- 
ate For Action | 
Boston, May 18.—by a unanimous 


| vote, the house of representatives 


adopted the Denahue-Meaney resolu- 
tions ratifying the proposed amend- 
ment to the national constitution to 
provide for the election of United 
States senaors by direct vote of the 
people.

BOB3 THRASHES SPECTATOR: 


Philadelphia, May 18.—Baseball 
faces a rebellion of players. 

A strike of league-wide proportions 
is in the air. The players have no 
grievance against their club owners, 
nor against the rules of organized 
baseball. But they are demanding 
the right to protect themselves, or to 

be protected by the club 
against insults from the grandstands 


and bleachers.

At New York last Wednesday Ty 


Cobb of the Detroit Tigers, who is 
almost universally conceded to be the 
greatest player in baseball today, was 
so insulted by a “fan” in the grand- 
stand that he felt called upon to re- 
sent the abuse. Tyrus climbed into 
the stand and thoroughly thrashed the 
‘insulting spectator. 

Under the rules of organized base- 
ball, which forbid a player to con- 
verse in any way with a spectator, 
Cobb had to suffer the regular penal- 
ty, that of indefinite suspension. 

At Philadelphia Cobb’s teammates 


put their heads together and decided | 


that Tyrus was being unjustly pun- 
ished. 
dent Ban Johnson of the American 
league that they would refuse to play 
any more baseball until Cobb’s sus- 
pension was lifted. They insisted 
that the league was in duty bound to 
protect its players against gratuitous 
insult by fans in grandstand or 
bleachers, and that Cobb was within

New York, May 21.—As_ a direct 
result of recent disclosures of the 
scandalously inadequate inspection by 
both government officials and beef 
trust emploges of pork and beef car- 
casses the first suits ever instituted 
against the beef trust by a consumer 
have been filed in the United States 
district court here. 

Edward C. Heimerdinger, a rich 
dress manufacturer, has brought five 
suits for $5000 eacu against Armour & 
Co. because, the complaints state, 
his wife and his three sons were poi- 
soned by eating Armour’s smoked 
pork infected with deadly trichinae. 

Charles Dushkind, attorney for Mr. 
Heimerdinger, said that the only rea- 
son Mrs. Heimérdinger and her three 
boys did not die as a result of-eating 
the trichinae-infected smoked pork 
was beeause a proper diagnose of 
their disease was made almost imme- 
diately after they became ill. 

“I took the matter up with Armour & 
Co. through Mr. Dushkind,” said Mr. 
Heimerdinger. “I told them the facts, 
and what do you think they replied? 
That J was a German and ought to 
know the danger of eating raw pork— 
afhough they were perfectly willing 
to sell it without stating that cooking 
Was necessary or important. 

“They followed up this statément 
with another letter, telling me that as 
jong as the government ‘mspectors 
passed their‘food products, they were 
satisfied, that it ~was toe expensive 
to make microscopic inspection of 
pork carcasses to 
Aricbinae parasites existed im the 
meat or not.”

| MOVING THE PIANO. 


Changing Its Position In a Room Will 
Affect Its Tone. 

It is said that the very act of inov- 
ing a piano around in a room is sufti- 
{cient to disturb its tonal qualities. 
When a piano has been moved: into 
the position for which it is intended, 
is accustomed to the temperature and 
the drafts prevalent, it should be tuned, 
experts say. Any change of tempera- 
ture or movement may cause the 
strings to contract or expand slightly 
with the resultant loss or gain of half 
a semitone. Changing the position of a 
piano is said to have almost the same 
| effect as constant playing, only in the 

latter cnzse the constant action of the 
| hammers against the strings tends to 

loosen their adjustment and the instru- 
ment runs out of tune.

on pianos. Here again contraction 
and expansion of the wires are the 
chief. causes of disturbance. Pianos 

| constructed for the tropics are much 
| more strongly built than those used in 
temperate climates.

The closeness of the contest be- 
tween the presidgnt and the former, 
president adds importance to the posi- 
tion in the fight occupied by Senator 
La Follette. ‘The Wisconsin senator 
has only thirty-six votes, but they 
are of the kind that will stick, and the 
politicians foresee that he might de- 
velop a situation which would give 
Senator La Follette the balance of 
power in the convention. It is point- 
ed out that this is hardly probable, 
but it is possible. Senator Cummins 
of Iowa, with his ten votes, is also 
keenly interested in the very remark- 
able situation.

At the Industrial Workers’ head- 
quarters «it was stated that 200 In- 
dustrial Workers between Los An- 
geles and San Diego are preparing to 
advance on San Diego, enter the city 
and renew their free speech tactics. 
It is asserted that there are 1000 In- 
dustrial Workers pn their way to the 
céast from New York, Philadelphia 
and Boston. Others are being picked 
up ‘at way points. “It was said the 
men are coming west to help carry on 
the fight at San Diego, that they are 
traveling in small grouyis to escape 
the notice of authorities, and that as 
soon as they arrive a concerted move- 
ment will be made against the city. 

San Diego, Cal., “May 28.—The 
people of San Diego accept Governor 
Johnson's statement in ordering At-: 
torng General Webb to prosecute those | 
who had interfered with any one’s 
constitutional rights as a declaration 
against the vigilantes, and in favor of 
the I. W.’W. They note especially 
that part which read: 

._“No orgahized government can tol- |

To a pint of the broth take a quarter 
of-a box of gelatin and soften in a 
wineglassful of water. Add this to the 
broth and ‘again strain. Pour into a’ 
mold, preferably one that will form a 
hollow in the middle of the jelly. Fill 
the hollow ‘with minced. chicken and 
Dnglish walnuts. This may be served 
with mayonnaise dressing.

Make a white sauce’as fol- 
lows: Take a tablespoonful of butter, 
one of flour’and a cup and a half of 
milk. Salt and pepper to taste. Place 
the boiled asparagus tips in the cases 
and pour the white sauce over them.,! 
Put the rolls again in the oven just 
long enough to heat.

Mushroom ‘Timbales. — Take six

His optimism has heartened his 
supporters, many of whom were ready 
to concede that nothing could stop} 
the nomination of Colonel Roosevelt 
after they had Heard from Ohio.

| president insists that he has 570 dele- 


gates, thirty more than enough to 
nominate, and that the southern dele- 
gates fmstructed for him will stick. 

Mr. Root, and those with whom

directors in common, or in any other 
manner, in any common carrier by 
water with which that railroad com- 
petes for traffic.

Hottest May Day Brings Wild Electric 
Storm—Two Powder Mills Blown 
Up—Damage Is Widespread—Street

Boston, May 25.—Boston’s. suffer- 
ing from the hottest May 24 on record 
at the local weather bureau office end- 
ed shortly after 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon in a disastrous and spec- 
taculer electrical storm, accompanied 
by torrential downpours of rain and 
in many suburbs by heavy falls of 
hail. 

A more marked contrast in weather 
eonditions in two hours would be hard 
to find. At ¢ o'clock the city was 
Sweltering in the grip of the first real 
hot wave of the season. Hundreds | 
had visited the beaches for their first | 
dips in the ocean, and in the busi- 
hess section straw hats were blos- 
soming out by. thousands. 

At 6 o'clock lightning was playing | 
across the sky in jagged streaks and 
the telephone and electric light ser- 
vices of many suburbs were seriously 
crippled, 

A trolley car was struck in Boston, 
houses were hit in cities and towns 
on every side, and the rain wore gul- 
lies in the unpaved streets of the 
suburbs.

LACK OF AMMUNITION 


Mexican Rebels Claim Americans Halt 
Success by Preventing Importation 


Chihuahua, Mex., May 28.—The 
Mexican rebels are rapidly running 
out of ammunition and feeling against 
the United States tor preventing ex- 
portations of arms into Mexico runs 
high in the rebel zone. Lack of am- 
munition is given as one of the prin- 
cipal reasons why the _ insurrectos 
have retreated before the advancing 
federals. To date the rebels have 
evacuated nearly 250 miles of terri- 
tory along the Mexican Central lines, 
and General Orozco, who arrived 
here yesterday, is mustering his men 
in an effort to check the federals at 
Bachimba. This is a naturally fortt- 
fied place, with plenty o- water, lack 
fighting heretofore 


of which made 
difficult. 

The exact position of the federals 
is*not known here, but they are be- 
lieved to be near Jiminez, 150 miles 
south, which has been ‘evacuated by 
the rear guard of the rebels, charged 
with the task of wrecking the rail¥oad 
and burning bridges. Should the 
rebels be defeated at Bachimba and 
driven out of Chihuahua, it is practi- 
cally certain that they will split into 
small bands and harrass the govern- 
ment in guerilla warfare until such 
time as they gather enough ammuni- 
tion for a concentrated stand. 

The rebels have about six thousand 
men in this vicinity, losses in the re- 
treat having been comparatively few. 
Only sixty-six men have been report- 
ed missing by the commanders since 
the battle of Rellano. There aré 
hardly any sick, but about 150 wound- 
ed are in the hospitals. A

‘SAFETY OF AMERICANS FST 


President Taft Assures President Go- 
mez on That Head—But the United 
States Will Omit No Precaution— 
Tite Security of American Interests 
and Lives the First and Greatest 
Object—Fleet on Shortened Cables 


Washington, May 28.—President 
Taft replied to President Gomez's tele- 
gram regarding the attitude of the | 
United States toward Cuba. He de-! 
clared the American government’s ac- 
tivity in mobilizing war vessels at Key | 
West and dispatching the Prairie with | 
marines to Guantanamo was not in 
any sense an intervention move. The 
following is the text of the message: 

“I am sincerely gratified to learn} 
of your government's energetic meas- | 
ures to. put down the disturbance and | 
to know that you are confident of be- 
ing stecessful. As was fully explained 
to the Cuban charge d'affaires here,4 
this govérnment’s motive in sending | 
ships to Key West, just as sending | 
the Prairie to the Guantanamo naval | 
station, was merely to be able to act | 
promptly in case it should unfortu- | 
nately become necessary to protect | 
American life and property by render- 
ing moral support or assitance to the} 
Cuban government. As was made 
quite clear at the time, these ordinary 
measures of precaution were entirely 
dissociated from any question of in- 
tervention.” : 

Feeling assured that President Go- 
mez has misunderstood the purpose of 
the American government in dispatch- 
ing the large naval force now on its 
Way to Key WeSt, the state depart- 
mént after having instructed Ameri- 
can Minister Beaupre at Havana; to! 
make plain to the Cuban governnient 
the purpose of the movement; has now 
left to the discretion of Colonel Kar- 
many; commanding the marine force, 
en route on the cruiser Prairie and 


to which the marines shall’ be em- 
ployed. It is believed that as soon 


the fact that there is no sinister pur- 
pose behind the movements of the na- 
val vessels, and their commanders | 
will do nothing more than use their 
forces to prevent injury to American | 
lives and property he no longer will 
object.

Have Closed a Most Spectac- 
ular Primary Campaign 
BOTH CANDIDATES CONFIDENT. 


New Jersey Has Been a Political Bat- 
tleground—No Such 
Campaigning Ever 
and Roosevelt Each Knows He Will | 
Carry the State—South Dakota Only 
Primary State Yet to Vote 


Nomination 


Newark, N. J., May 28.—The New 
Jersey state primary. election today 
will bring practically to a close the 
spectacular campaigns for the presi- 
dential nomination which have result- 
ed this year from the adoption by 
several states of presidential prefer- | 
ence laws. | 

The South Dakota primaries are 
still in the future, |} -* it is believed 
that the opening of the polls this af- 
ternoon will see the end of the per- 
sonal appeal for primary’ votes that 
President Taft and Theodore Roose- 
velt have yoiced in many parts of the 
country. . 

This state will choose twenty-eight 
delegates to each national convention, 
four at-large and two each from the 
twelve congresional districts. 

The polls opened at 1 p. m. and 

will close at 9 p. m. 
* With a speech last night to a crowd 
which filled Young’s Pier back to the 
board walk, and an overflow on the 
walk itself, President Taft practi- 
cally closed his campaign for New 
Jersey’s twenty-eight delegates to the 
Republican national convention.
